“AUTUMN CROCUS” SPINSTER 





Eda Heinemann whose fine work has 
been a feature of the current Playhouse 
season is a bit tired of playing old 
maids. She will portray the role she ori- 
ginated.in the New York production of 
“Autumn Crocus” when that comedy 
comes to the Cape Playhouse the week 
of August 13th with Rollo Peters and 
Mabel Taliafero in the principal roles. 
Miss Heinemann played the. spinster 
role in “Autumn Crocus;” she played 
the spinster role in the Guild’s' great 
success of last season, “Ah Wilderness” 
and Miss Heinemann is pretty weary cf 
playing spinster roles. But she’s too 
good for the part to be overlooked by 
any casting director. 


As a matter of fact, she isn’t one. She 
is Mrs. Charles Kuhn. And she can’t 
understand why producers always cast 
her as the inevitable spinster. 


Ever since she made her first real 
Broadway appearance as’ the welfare 
worker in “Love "Em and Leave ’Em,” 
Miss Heinemann has been playing frus- 
trated women. It isn’t her fault, she 
says. Occasionally she has’ broken 
away but not for long. No matter how 
good her notices have been in other 
roles, the managers always return to 
the spinster idea. 


Miss Heinemann was born in Japan. 
Her father was a silk and tea exporter. 
But she doesn’t remember her days in 
the Orient. Her first recollection is of 
falling down the steps of a fine old 
house on Henderson Place, into which 
her family moved when they returned 
from Japan. She was two and a halt 
years old at the time. The family later 
moved to Staten Island, where she went 
to school. Indeed, one of her’ school- 
teachers there is the model of her make- 
up in “Autumn Crocus.” 


She studied under F. F. Mackay, who 
was then eighty-one years old and was 
able to talk with the enthusiasm of a 
boy about his days as an actor with 
Booth and Keane. She got a job as a 
walk-on with one of Mrs. Patrick Camp- 
bell’s plays and even tried a little excur- 
sion into stock. Once she called on Guy 
Bates Post and he offered her a job but 
she was afraid to take it. Once she 
climbed the steps of David Belasco’s 
office but got cold feet just outside the 
door and ran away. 


All the time, however, she was ap- 
proaching the stage in her teaching, at 
Wellesley, Vassar, Western Reserve and 
Lake Erie College. She taught the dra- 


ma. among other things. And _ she: 


staged plays and pageants as part of 
her work in these schools. When the

WHO’S WHO ON THE STAGE 

EKUGENIE LEONTOVICH, best known 
as the star of “Grand Hotel,’ came to 
this country some years ago as a mem- 
ber of a Russian troupe imported. by the 
Shuberts. When this “Revue Russe” 
failed to please American audiences, 
Mme. Leontovich joined the chorus at 
the Winter Garden, then went on the 
road in a third company of ‘Blossom 
Time” and was eventually elevated to a 
singing and speaking role. But her 
great object was to return to dramatic 
acting, which she had practiced from 
her girlhood in the Imperial Dramatic 
Academy and the Imperial Theatre in 
Moscow. Having’ convineed the Shu- 
berts that she had mastered the English 
language’ sufficiently, she persuaded 
them to let her prove her dramatic abil- 
ity in “And So to Bed” on the road. Her 
triumph was immediate. Officially ‘‘dis- 
covered” by Chicago, Mme. Leontovich 
became a star there over night. Sever- 
al seasons ago she had another trium- 
phant tour in “Candlelight.” Last season 
she scored again in “Twentieth Cen- 
tury.” 


ERNEST GLENDINNING made. his 
debut as:a child in England in “Power 
of the Press,” an American play which 
his father had purchased for England 
production. His first appearance in 
America was in “Mice and Men” in 
which Annie Russell was starred and in 
which his father and mother, Mr. and 
Mrs. John Glendinning, appeared. He 
followed this engagement with stock in 
San Francisco. His real Broadway de- 
but came in “Baby Mine” in which he 
played with Marguerite Clark. High- 
spotting his career one would include 
“Prunella,” also with Marguerite Clark, 
“Song of Songs,” “The Big- Idea,” “Ex- 
perience,” “Candle Lizht,” “The Greeks 
Had a Word for It,” “Strange Interlude” 
and last season’s “By Your Leave.” 


LUDMILLA TORETZKA started her 
theatrical career in | provincial Russia 
playing and singing in little Russian 
melodramas. Coming to America she 
spent several years studying for the 
opera and then with Yvette Gilbert at 
the Neighborhood Playhouse where she 
was a scholarship pupil for three years. 
She has appeared in “Buddies,” ‘Enter 
Madame,” and with Olga Petrova for 
five seasons. She appeared with Mary 
Nash in “‘The Lady,” with Mrs. Fiske in 
a number of plays and with Eugenie 
Leontovich in almost all the plays that 
star has appeared in on Broadway in- 





cluding “Grand Hotel’, “And So to Béd”- 


and “Candle-Light.” 


HUGH BUCKLER, unlike a number 
of other English mummers, established 


a solid record of successful acting in 








England before coming to the United 


States. Three years at His’ Majesty's 
Theatre with Sir Herbert Tree were fol- 
lowed by appearances in Australia. Then 
the war came along and Buckler saw 
service for four and a ‘half years at 
yalippoli, Sinia and in France. He re- 
turned to play leads at the Drury Lane 
Theatre for three years. He then came 
to this country making his debut with 
William Faversham in “A Lesson ‘in 
Love.” He has appeared in “Shanghai 
sesture” and in several plays for the 
Guild, he was starred in “Revolt” and 
more recently was seen in “Blizabeth and 
Hssex” and ‘Richard of Bordeaux.” His 
son, John Buckler is almost as well 
known as he is on the American stage. 


MARGARET MOWER made her de- 
but with the Washington Square Players 
in “Magical City.” Subsequently she 
worked under the aeges of Arthur Hop- 
kins and Sam Harris. She has appeared 
in “Welcome Stranger,” “Why Not,” 
“Week End”. and “Jarnegan” -and in 
numerous stock productions for Stuart 
Walker. 


PIERRE WATKIN has played leading 
roles in “The . Acquittal,” “Meet the 
Wife,” in Romney Brent’s “The Mad 
Hopes,” in Elmer Rice’s “We the Peo- 
ple,” “The Trial of Mary Dugan” and in 
many other New York successes of 
equal eminence. He has played with all 
the important resident stock companies 
in the country.

“This summer Michael and Patty’s 
Puppets who will perform “The Adven- 
tures of Bepo” and “The Gypsy Cara- 
van” at the Cape Playhouse on Thurs- 
day afternoon, August 16th at three 
o’clock are making their Cape Cod de- 
but. However, the company has gained 
a following in districts adjacent to its 
Silvermine (Conn.) headquarters during 
the four years since its organization. 
Performances have been given chiefly in 
the public and private’ schools of West- 
chester County and suburban Connecti- 
cut. Frequently the puppets have ap- 
peared in the toy departments of large 
stores, usually at Christmas or Easter. 
The puppets have proved to be equally 
if not more interesting to adults than to 
youngsters. Michael and Patty have 
played recently to enthusiastic grown-up 
audiences at the Architectural League 
and the Contemporary Arts” club in 
New York City and the Stamford Yacht 
club, Stamford, Conn.
